Outpatient clinic proposed 
Skulduggery' 
to ease medic shortage here denied as remap 
plan is adopted

An outpatient clinic may be opening 
soon in the Lompoc District Hospital if 
the Board of Directors votes in favor of 
the proposition 


Otherwise private citizens in Lompoc 
have agreed to finance such a clinic, 
which then would be housed in another 
location in town 


Dr. Rod Hamer, emergency room 
director at the hospital, will make the 
proposal Thursday when the hospital 
board holds an adjourned meeting 
The clinic would be open five days a 
week, eight hours a day to all people in 
Lompoc who can not find a family physi­ 
cian 
“ Private individuals approached me 
about what they could do about the doc­ 
tor shortage in town and said they would 


be interested in investing funds to 
finance a clinic as a means of dealing 
with the shortage." Dr. Hamer said 
yesterday 
In the past two years, five doctors 
have quit their practices in town and the 
present physicians are not now taking 
new patients, he reported 
Dr Hamer feels the clinic could be run 
successfully either privately or by the 
hospital 
It 
would provide non­ 
emergency medical services such as 
“ monitoring” illness like heart disease 
and diabetes, performing physical ex­ 
amination and very minor surgery and 
giving immunizations. 
The clinic would not deliver babies and 
the clinic doctors would not make house 
calls The doctors would also not be 
available before or after clinic hours. 
Rates at the clinic would be 
“ competitive" with rates of private 


practices 
We are not trying to take patients 
away from them." he noted 
One doctor would be on duty at the 
clinic in addition to an aide and an office 
clerk All would be paid by the hour 


Dr Hamer already has lined up two 
out-of-town physicians who are willing to 
work in the clinic In addition, he would 
work in the clinic one day a week to 
serve as its 
director, if the hospital 
board allows him to do so 


“ If local doctors want to work in the 
clinic we will consider them, but we 
don't want them to quit their practices to 
come in." he said. “ That would only be 
defeating the purpose of the clinic " 
Last week, he polled Lompoc's doctors 
and almost all of them expressed support 
of the idea of a clinic. 
Dr Hamer will ask the hospital board 


to indemnify the doctors when they are 
working in the clinic as the doctors in the 
emergency room are indemnified 
According to the doctor, a clinic and a 
doctor's office practice provide basically 
the same medical service “ except the 
same doctor would not be there every 
day" in the clinic 
He suggested that Lompoc residents 
either call hospital administrator Ken 
Wicks, hospital board members or 
himself to voice their reaction to opening 
a clinic locally 
In other business, the hospital board 
will consider indemnifying Lompoc's 
three anesthetists while they work in the 
hospital, approving the revised by-laws 
of the medical staff, and replacing the 
physical therapist who is leaving the 
hospital 
The meeting begins at 4 pm in the 
hospital

Ford hits Soviet 
thrust in Angola 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford is seriously concerned about Rus­ 
sian and Cuban intervention in Angola 
and feels it "is not helpful to detente," a 
White House spokesman said today. 
He commented as some members of 
Congress spoke out against American 
arms aid to anti-Soviet factions in the 
former Portuguese colony. Liberal 
senators have moved to block passage of 
the defense appropriations bill over the 
issue of secret American aid to two 
guerrilla factions in Angola. 


“ The President indicated he is serious­ 
ly concerned about the situation in 
Angola, especially as it relates to the ac­ 
tion taken by the Soviet Union and Cuba 
in supplying large quantities of men and 
equipment to Angola," Deputy Press 
Secretary W illiam Greener told 
reporters. 


Asked if Ford judged Soviet interven­ 
tion in the former Portuguese colony as a 
"threat" to U.S.-Soviet detente, Greener 
replied, "Yes." But the spokesman later 
said he meant to say Ford felt the Soviet 
action "is not helpful to detente." 
He added that the administration sees 
no parallel between Angola and early 
U.S. involvement in Vietnam. 
Asked if Ford were concerned that 
Congress might be overreacting to ad­ 
ministration policy on Angola, Greener 
said, "No." 


“ The President feels there is a need 
for a discussion by Congress" of the mat­ 
ter. Greener said. 
Asked if the President agreed with a 
statement by U N. Ambassador Daniel 
Moynihan that Soviet arms aid to Angola 
threatened western oil lines and im­ 
periled Brazil, Greener said, “ Yes." 
Sen. Frank Church. D-Idaho, chairman 
of the Senate intelligence committee, 
said U.S. involvement in Angola should 
be halted now by Congress. 
“ It is the same kind of thing that led us 
into Vietnam," the Idaho Democrat told 
reporters as he left a closed door brief­ 
ing by CIA and State Department of­ 
ficials of a Senate subcommittee. 
The foreign affairs subcommittee is 
considering legislation to prohibit any 
military or economic aid to Angola 
without congressional authorization. 
Asked if he learned anything new in the 
briefing about Angola, Church nodded his 
head no. 
Rep John Seiberling, D-Ohio, said in a 
floor speech that CIA Director William 
Colby was guilty of a "falsehood" in his 
discussion about U.S. involvement in 
Angola. 
"Two weeks ago at a dinner I attended 
Mr. Colby volunteered the statement 
that in no way, directly or indirectly, 
was the United States supporting any 
faction in Angola. That statement was an 
absolute falsehood.” said Seiberling. 


Kissinger blunt with OPEC 


PARIS (UPI) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger bluntly told oil- 
producing countries today there is a 
"collective obligation" to aid developing 
nations. He said the United States should 
not be expected to "bear the major 
burdens for remedying balance of pay­ 
ments problems.” 
In a major speech to a world con­ 
ference on raw materials and develop­ 
ment, Kissinger said the responsibility 
for aiding the developing nations "does 
not lie with the industrialized countries 
alone 
“ We cannot be expected to bear the 
major burdens for remedying balance of 
payments problems in which the actions 
of others play such a significant role," 
Kissinger said. 


U.S. officials said Kissinger was 
alluding to the oil producing nations of 
the Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries which have banded 
together to quadruple oil prices, thereby 
dealing a blow to both industrial nations 
and developing countries which are also 
oil consumers. 


"There is a collective obligation to 
act," Kissinger said. "There must be a 
joint program involving the industri­ 
alized as well as the oil-producing 
countries." 
Kissinger, significantly, did not 
threaten that the United States would 
curtail economic assistance to countries 
which did not adhere to the U.S. 
proposals. 


Tax compromise fails; veto next? 


W A SH IN G T O N ( U P I) - Con­ 
gressional efforts to compromise with 
President Ford on a spending ceiling 
have failed, and the Senate has passed 
legislation extending this year’s tax cuts 
into the first six months of 1976. 


The question of whether income tax 
withholding rates rise or remain the 
same after Jan 1 now will hang on a veto 
override vote unless Ford backs down on 
his numerous threats to veto any tax bill 
that does not contain a ceiling on fiscal 
1977 spending 


With a 1975 adjournment deadline only 
four days away, a House-Senate con­ 
ference committee meets late today to 


iron out minor differences in House and 
Senate versions of the bills. Final con­ 
gressional passage could come as early 
as Wednesday, but more likely will be 
Thursday 
Ford is expected to veto the bill quick­ 
ly. and leaders of both houses predict 
they have the votes to override, although 
Ford’s best chance appears to be in the 
House 
The Senate proved dramatically Mon­ 
day night that it has the votes to override 
a veto when it rejected Ford's $395 
billion spending ceiling 66-27 and passed 
the $6 3 billion tax cut bill 73-19. Only 67 
votes are needed in the Senate to 
override a veto. 
Energy bill future is in doubt 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
has approved legislation to force energy 
prices down at the start of a 40-month 
comprehensive energy program for the 
nation that may be vetoed 
The House voted 236-160 Monday night 
for a far-reaching bill that initially rolls 
back prices. Afterwards, prices could 
rise gradually with inflation The House 
made some changes in the House-Senate 


conference committee’s version of the 
bill, which means the Senate can accept 
or reject the changes or ask for a new 
conference 


There was uncertainty about how 
retail prices will be influenced 


There was also uncertainty about 
whether President Ford will accept the 
bill as it passed the House.

When 
a handful of teen-agers in­ 
cluding some from Lompoc Valley sit 
down to an examination in Hancock's 
Lecture Hall I Saturday, they'll be par­ 
ticipating in one of the most interesting 
education experiments of modern times. 
Put simply, if the youngsters pass the 
test, and have their parents’ permission, 
they can walk out of high school im­ 
mediately, armed with a certificate that 
for most purposes will be accepted in 
lieu of the more formal high school 
diploma 
An estimated 12,000 are ex­ 
pected to take the same tests elsewhere 
in the state. 
Locally, an estimated 40 16 or 17-year- 
old students of Lompoc Unified School 
District have paid the $10 fee qualifying 
them to take the state's High School 
Proficiency Examination It’s so new 
that no one has a clear idea of what the 
examination includes or how tough it is 
The state previously required a stu­ 
dent to remain in high school until he 
graduated, or until he reached the age of 
18 


Most of the 40 local students who say 
they will take the test, will take it Satur­ 
day at Hancock, but at least one. Lauren 
Mitty, 16, of 1400 E. Olive Ave , missed 
the deadline and will take it in March 
Mitty is a junior or eleventh grader at 
Lompoc High School 
She hopes to 
become an interior decorator If she pas­ 
ses the test in March, she plans to enter 
Hancock College in September of 1976, or 
says she could wind up in a trade school 
for interior decoration 
Mitty is going into the examination 
with a degree of excitement, but she ad­ 
mits her parents have some apprehen­ 
sions 


Three other students of Lompoc High 
School are among local students who will 
take the examination Saturday. 
TTiey 
are Kerri Marshall. 16, of Cebada 
Canyon; Robyn McKenzie, 17. of 528 
North M St., Apt B; Shaun Victor, 16, of 
205 Huntington PL; and Curtis Jaeger, 
16. of 808 W. Apple All three share Mit- 
ty’s feeling that they are marking time 
by continuing their high school education 
at this time And all four of the students 
regard the High School Proficiency Ex­ 
amination as a means of climbing out of 
their childhood world and into a more 
adult climate 
McKenzie is a senior His plans are 


carefully laid He has already enrolled in 
the Universal Technical Institute in 
another state, and plans to study diesel 
and automotive mechanics. "I have all 
the basic credits I need to graduate from 
high school now I'd be wasting a whole 
half year in school when 1 could be learn­ 
ing how to make a living I don't need a 
diploma, just that piece of paper, the 
proficiency certificate " 


Victor is an eleventh grader and feels 
he's already embarked on a career in 
music 
He plays the piano and other 
keyboard instruments and works with a 
small music combo 
He has already 
taken and passed a placement test at 
Hancock and is sure he will pass Satur­ 
day’s examination His plans also are 
carefully laid out He will attend Han­ 
cock for two years and hopes to enroll at 
the University of California after that In 
any event, he says he’ll wind up with a 
rock music group 


Jaeger is a freshman He hopes to get 
into forestry eventually, but for the time 
being says, " I ’d rather be working and 
making money instead of going to school 
I d rather give the examination a try 1 11 
take any work as long as the pay is 
good." 


Marshall is a junior and plans to major 
in the humanities She says she will 
enroll in Hancock as soon as she passes 
the test and go on to the University of 
California after that 
However, her 
counselor. Frank Lakatos says she has 
told him she may try to enter Cal Poly 
directly without the formality of a two- 
year college background 
Her uncer­ 
tainty stems from the uncertainty, up un­ 
til now. surrounding the attitude of four- 
vear colleges or universities to the 
proficiency 
certificate 
Community 
colleges have to accept the certificate by 
law. which accounts for her plans to 
enter Hancock initially 


A partial answer to the question came 
from Cal Poly's dean of students, Dr 
Everett M 
Chandler this morning 
Chandler said Cal Poly would honor the 
certificate, as the equivalent of a 
diploma jiowever. a student candidate 
would still have to meet the usual stan­ 
dards If a high school student in the 
eleventh grade passes the proficiency ex­ 
amination, he could enter Cal Poly if his 
performance in the first two grades of 
high school plus his performance on 
other state aptitude tests was adequate

Political skulduggery was hotly 
charged - and vigorously denied — Mon­ 
day as the Board of Supervisors voted 3*2 
to adopt on ordinance to redistrict Santa 
Barbara County at a time when forces 
were being assembled for the June. 1976. 
primary election. 


The split vote favoring redrawn lines 
- ostensibly to equalize district popula­ 
tions in line with the one-man. one-vote 
concept — provides Isla Vista's univer­ 
sity community in Goleta Valley with a 
more powerful voice in Third District af­ 
fairs by virtue of map changes which 
moves Santa Ynez Valley from the Third 
to the north county’s Fourth District 
An added segment of conservative vote 
was moved from the Third to the Second 
District when Hope Ranch area was in­ 
cluded in the transfers to whittle the 
faster-growing Third District down to 
the size of the others 
Charges and counter-statements were 
hurled in the redistncting move — first 
since 1971 — as First District super­ 
visorial candidate Sidney Smith and his 
followers protested changes in boundary 
lines which eliminates the Santa Bar­ 
bara conservative candidate from the 
race. 
Willard McEwen, Santa Barbara at­ 
torney, hinted that incumbent First 
District supervisor Frank J Frost might 
have had a hand in that, and in seeing 
that the district is also taking in 
hundreds of Santa Barbara City College 
area voters who McEwen said could be 
sympathetic to Frost s limited-growth 
politics 
Frost denied influencing the lines set 
by the County Redistricting Committee, 
and Supervisor Harrell Fletcher of Santa 
Maria told McEwen he was leveling a 
"bum rap" at Frost because Frost had 
gotten the board to reverse itself at one 
point a week ago to readmit Smith to the 
First District 
.Smith was shelved from the First 
District race when new lines placed him 
across Mission St 
from the First 
District, as recommended by the county 
committee 
Fletcher, who had cast the lone vote 
against redistncting ordinance on its 
first reading last week, was joined Mon­ 
day by Second District Supervisor 
Robert E Kallman 
Kallman sought unsuccessfully to have 
redistricting postponed until after the 
1976 elections "in fairness to all can­ 
didates" who have announced or in 
tended to run on the basis of current 
boundaries His motion died for lack of a 
second 
Fletcher remained angered because of 
what has been described as a trade-off 
between Third District Supervisor 
James M Slater and Board chairman 
Francis H 
Beattie of the Fourth 
District Beattie got a much larger sec 
tion of Santa Ynez Valley than originally 
proposed by the committee in return for 
giving up the old Hollister Ranch area 
west of Gaviota and including the site of 
a proposed huge liquified natural gas 
plant just east of Pt Conception 
Although Fletcher had wanted to have 
the sprawling ranch lands west of 
Gaviota remain in the north county dis­ 
trict so that it could be included in a 
proposed new county of Los Padres 


which he has advocated the Santa Maria 
supervisor said after the meeting he felt 
that perhaps "it didn't matter 
we can 
redraw the lines 
for a new northern 
county 


Beattie didn't comment on the tradeoff 
although reference to the deal was made 
by l^sley Yeager, a Hollister Ranch 
owner, who said she felt the ranch area 
should remain in Beattie's district 
because it was agricultural and had been 
there a long time 
Slater said it was no different than 
western Goleta Valley which was 
agricultural 
He added that the sub­ 
divided ranch may have a new non- 
agricultura! neighbor - the gas plant, on 
a site bought by Southern California 
Edison Co at the west end of the ranch 
This is just a tradeoff then." said 
Yeager in conclusion 
Spencer Boise, Hollister Ranch 
property owner, had written asking the 
ranch remain in the Fourth District. 
But, in different fashion, a ranch 
owner in the San Julian area in Beattie’s 
district had requested through an at­ 
torney to have that ranch moved to the 
Third District This didn't happen 
Voting for the redistricting were 
Slater, Beattie and Frost 
Leonard Kummer. Santa Barbara, 
handed the board petitions signed by 
"numerous concerned citizens" calling 
for postponement of redistricting to a 
non-election year Kummer, 
a strong 
Smith backer, said it was felt 
redistricting was a “ political matter" 
and was being pushed “ too soon and too 
fast," without a full-dress public hear 
ing 
“ Let the candidates run in the districts 
they want to run in." Kummer pleaded 
The board's final action in adopting the 
ordinance came after second reading It 
was given first reading last week If the 
board had changed the lines again for 
Smith or any other candidates, it would 
have meant another week's delay in 
adopting the ordinance 
The deadline for approval was Dec 29 
The ordinance becomes effective 30 
days after adoption, which means the 
boundary changes are final for most of 
1976 
Smith wasn't the only candidate 
redistricted from a supervisor race M 
Keith Watkins of Solvang. a Santa Bar­ 
bara tax accountant, now finds himself 
m the Fourth District 
Levane (Lee) Hockett, of Goleta 
Valley, who had threatened court action 
if boundaries were changed to let Smith 
run, said he was satisfied with the mtial 
ly approved boundaries even though he 
was excluded from running in the Third 
District 
F le tc h e r rem arked that the 
redistncting “ favors all the in­ 
cumbents" 
"If they run for re-election," said 
Slater, who has not annoiaiced as yet if 
he will seek a second four-year term next 
June 
Beattie had an answer for cntics of the 
redistncting 
“ We had some requests for 
redistricting in the spring." he ex­ 
plained But we felt we should await the 
results of the- new county census We feel 
it is best to redistrict before an election, 
not after it ’

County tightens its 
oil drilling curbs 


A new county petroleum or­ 
dinance which tightens up 
county control over oil drilling 
in some particulars but doesn't 
provide relief for homeowners 
in some county areas suffering 
from unhealthy emissions was 
adopted unanimously Monday 
by the Board of Supervisors. 
The new ordinance, which has 
been five years in the making, 
will go into effect 30 days after 
adoption 
It is the result of 
conferences of a committee 
composed of industry, en­ 
vironmentalist and landowner 
representatives with guidance 
of county legal and other of­ 
ficials 
However, testimony by resi­ 
dents of Lake Marie Estates 
area Monday that they are 
regularly suffering nausea and 
headaches from oil facility 
emissions in the area resulted 
in Supervisor Frank J Frost 
promising to try to bring them 
relief 
Frost said he would come 


back in a month or two with air 
pollution control amendments. 
Frost agreed with Petroleum 
Administrator Joseph Green 
that it was necessary to adopt 
the proposed ordinance now to 
get it working as soon as possi­ 
ble, then consider any amend­ 
ments later. 
The board failed to go along 
with proposals to strengthen 
the code ‘‘in the public in­ 
terest” by inserting a limited 
community option clause 
whereby community residents 
would have a chance to vote 
down oil facility proposals they 
felt detrimental to their areas 
This plan was advanced by 
Dr Kalon Kelly, a member of 
the oil code committee He said 
one oil company he did not men­ 
tion stymied the idea in com­ 
mittee sessions after it ap­ 
peared this clause could be 
placed before the county super­ 
visors. 
Green had opposed the com­ 
munity option plan, he said. 
Councilwoman will

Sander claimed a ‘‘health 
hazard presently exists” in the 
south part of Santa Maria 
where oil field activities are ex­ 
panding He termed the Lake 
Marie Estates problem "a real 
tragedy” where homeowners 
settled first and some oil opera­ 
tions came later.

mile area and felt the new or­ 
dinance proposes “ no remedy” 
to help them. 


“ The problem is strictly oil 
production-oriented.” he 
declared. 


Green said he sympathized 
with McClellan and agreed with 
his complaints. 
He said, 
however, the present standards 
set by the county for the Air 
Pollution Control District were 
such that the odors did not ex­ 
ceed the minimums, however. 
He felt monitoring should be 
done at the boundary of a plant 
rather than at more distant 
residential areas. 


Supervisor James M. Slater 
said he hoped that the county 
could monitor emissions “ at 
the site and see who the real of­ 
fenders are." 


‘‘I ’d certainly welcome 
that.” responded Green.

Hearing scheduled 


on courts' future 


The Board of Supervisors has 
set a public hearing for Jan. 5 at 
2 p.m. in Santa Barbara 
regarding the future of the 
Solvang Justice Court and 
Guadalupe Justice Court. 
The board was informed it 
had the alternatives of “ keep­ 
ing the courts as they are" or 
having them consolidated with 
the Santa Maria Municipal 
Court in a new north county dis­ 
trict court. 
Three candidates for the va­ 
cant judgeship were declared to 
have sent applications in to the 
county, and Board chairman 
Francis H Beattie said a fourth 
candidate made known to him 
is James Barnes, Solvang at­ 
torney, member of the Solvang 
Incorporation Committee. 
Other sources have said Rick 
Brown, Los Olivos attorney, 
has also applied to fill the posi- 
tion 
le ft vacant when 
Royce Lewellen became a 
Santa Maria Superior Court 
judge recently. 
County Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D. Johnson said 
that if the Solvang and 
Guadalupe courts are con­ 
solidated it would bring about 
certain economies. He said it 
wouldn’t be necessary to 
replace constables in both 
courts, for instance, with 
deputy marshals. 


The State Judicial Council 
has informed the county super­ 
visors that in view of the 
vacancy in the Solvang Justice 
Court caused by the elevation of 
Judge Lewellen “ it might be an 
appropriate time for your board 
to consider a consolidation of 
the court with an adjoining 
court district,” namely Santa 
Maria 
The Judicial Council last year 
recommended to the super­ 
visors that they allow the con­ 
solidation of the lower courts in 
Solvang, Lompoc, Guadalupe, 
Carpinteria-Montecito into two 
municipal court districts, one 
for the north county area and 
one for the smith county area 
The court in this case would 
sit full-time in Santa Maria and 
would conduct regular sessions 
in Lompoc and sessions as 
needed in Solvang, the council 
said 
(Editor’s Note — Since then 
the Lompoc Judicial District 
has evolved into a municipal 
court.) 
In the case of Solvang, the 
board has noted strong com­ 
munity sentiment toward keep­ 
ing its own justice court. Both 
Third D istrict Supervisor 
James M Slater and Fourth 
District Supervisor Francis H. 
Beattie said they have such ex­ 
pressions from the community.

Over 100 
at Farm 
House fete 


More than 100 persons at­ 
tended the formal opening 
ceremonies last weekend of the 
newly refurbished Farm House, 
a recovery home and alcohol in­ 
formation center located on 
Sweeney Road, just off 
Highway 246. 
The facility, temporarily 
housed in the old Foster Freeze 
building at Ocean Avenue and D 
Street, has been serving 
alcoholics since early 1972. 
Aided by special one-time 
federal money and an on-going 
contract with Santa Barbara 
County and the State of Califor­ 
nia, the Farm House es­ 
tablished a permanent home. 
Don Slaight. Farm House 
director, emphasized the fami­ 
ly concept used in the recovery 
process at the open house. 


“ Each resident is required to 
sign a treatment contract and 
play a vital role in maintaining 
their home.” he stated. “ Resi­ 
dents are further encouraged to 
also play a role in the develop­ 
ment of the Farm House. It all 
goes back to a strong family un­ 
it, around which the program is 
based.” 


The Farm House is a non­ 
profit corporation. Dr. Loretta 
L. Grossi, M.D is president of 
the board of directors. She in­ 
dicated that although the 
facility is nearly 100 per cent 
subsidized through local, state 
and federal funding, that the 
program is striving for even­ 
tual self-sufficiency. 


While the Farm House is 
primarily an 11-bed recovery 
home, providing a supportive 
environment for recovering 
alcoholics, it also serves the 
community with outpatient 
services and an information 
and referral program. 


County supervisors approved 
a revised County Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality (OEQ) fee 
schedule Monday reflecting ac­ 
tual county costs in processing 
environmental evaluation of 
projects. 
Tlie higher fee schedule — 
reflecting a study by County 
Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd 
— will also fund most of the 
cost the remainder of this year 
for an additional environmental 
specialist, the board was told. 
Board members approved the 
OEQ request for the extra 
specialist when told the log jam 
in the office was such as to 
delay processing of applications 
for many months without added 
help.

Ford's signature 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
bill appropriating $2 3 billion in 
loans to help New York City 
stay solvent has passed Con­ 
gress, and the city will be eligi­ 
ble to receive the loans as soon 
as President Ford signs it. 
Congressional opposition — 
so strong three months ago that 
New York s cau se looked 
hopeless — faded at the end to a 
last-ditch effort by conserva­ 
tives to cut $1 billion out of the 
loan fund. That motion was 
defeated 219-187 
The bill then passed the 
House 275-130 Monday and the 
Senate a few hours later on an 
unrecorded voice vote after no 
debate. 
The loan program is exactly 
what Ford prescribed Nov. 26 
after he dropped his opposition, 
saying “ New York has bailed 
itself out.” 
The loans are to cover brief 
periods over the next 30 months 
when the city’s revenues fall 
short of its expenditures. Loans 
are to be repaid by the end of 
each fiscal year, june 30 The 
first loan is expected to be for 
about $150 million. 
Ford changed his mind — and 
a still reluctant Congress went 


alon g — a fte r the sta te 
legislature voted for heavy new 
c ity ta x e s , a th r ee -y e a r 
“moratorium” was declared on 
repayment of $1.6 billion in 
loans, banks agreed to accept 
longer terms and less interest 
and city em p loyes unions 
agreed to make an $85 million 
contribution toward pensions 
and to lend the city $2.5 billion 
from pension funds. 
Ford signed a bill authorizing 
the loans without fanfare last 
Tuesday. The appropriation is 
th e s e c o n d s te p in th e 
legislative process. 
Action is nearly complete on 
another bill Ford requested — a 
bankruptcy law revision to 
facilitate bankruptcy by New 
York City if the loan program 
proves inadequate. 
New York’s troubles became 
apparent last March when in­ 
vestors refused to buy the city’s 
bonds. Unable to raise money to 
redeem maturing bonds, the 
city faced the prospect of 
defaulting on its obligations and 
filing for bankruptcy, a situa­ 
tion which some legal experts 
said could put the city’s opera­ 
tions under a court’s supervi­ 
sion for 10 or 20 years. 


New mediation try fails 


to end hostage drama 


AMSTERDAM, Netherlands 
(UPI) — A new meditation ef­ 
fort failed today to obtain the 
release of about 25 captives be­ 
ing held by South Moluccan 
gunmen in the Indonesian Con­ 
sulate in Holland’s longest run­ 
ning hostage drama. 
Key Moluccan mediator Rev. 
Semol Metiary emerged alone 
and grim-faced from a meeting 
lasting almost two hours with 
the young terrorists. 
After reporting to Dutch 
authorities, Metiary returned 
to his home and a government 
spokesman said further talks

Rev. Metiary entered the con­ 
sulate building early in the 
afternoon following a 90-minute 
m eeting with authorities at 
police headquarters. 
Metiary. his gloved hands 
empty, walked slowly through 
the heavy police barricades to 
the consulate door, where he 
stood for several moments, ap­ 
parently to make sure he was 
seen and recognized by the 
seven gunmen inside 
Metiary met for nearly two 
hours with the terrorists.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Trade Commission has 
announced an investigation of 
the citrus fruit industry to 
determine how cooperatives 
and governm ent m arketing 
orders affect the business. 


M onday’s 
announcem ent 
came about two months after 
the agency issued a study which 
said agricultural cooperatives 
appear to dominate the market 
for milk, fruit and nuts and — 
through government regula­ 
tions — may have an anti­ 
consumer impact on prices.

Ever since the first American newspaper, 
Publsck Occurrences Both Ftrrrttgn & Dnmesttck, ‘ was 
published in the colonies in 1690, this country has looked 
to the local newspaper for news, a ready vehicle for local 
massive communication, and worthy opinions on matter« 
of local, regional and national interest. 


Early 
newspaper 
ads 
were 
similar 
to 
today’« 
display classified advertisements, and were usually cap 
tioned simply under the heading “NOTICES." These 
could be found anywhere in the paper in groups or 
individually, l^ter this form of reader ad evolved into 
display advertising with the addition of drawings, photo 
graphs and other illustrations, designed to give visual 
impact to the message. 


Probably the most important thing about these facts is 
that the American public has developed over the past 
nearly three hundred years the habit of reading and 
depending on newspapers to keep them abreast of 
everything going on around them. And. while forming 
this habit Americans have become accustomed to the 
presence of commercial messages being interspersed 
with the news. 


Preconditioning, with such long standing background, 
cannot logically be dismissed as unimportant. Who can 
not look back to his childhood and recall his father, or 
some other adult, sitting peacefully in his favorite chair, 
reading the local newspaper? Such reading habits have 
been passed down through all generations and still stand 
today! 


Therefore, while a business advertiser may well be 
able to afford to buy advertising in large regional publica 
tions, if he overlooks the very definite necessity for 
advertising in his local paper also, he is depnving himself 
of local advertising impact that could make hts regional 
advertising far more productive. As stated earlier in this 
series, advertising impact is accumulative in that each of 
your ads read by the public makes a deeper impression on 
the prospective buyer. If a buyer finally comes to your 
establishment, after reading 10 of your advertisements, 
one might surmise that the last ad read 
the one that 
convinced him to take action — should be credited. In 
some cases this may be true, but often it is the accumula 
live results of having read the previous 9 advertisements 
that made it possible for the 10th to sell the reader on 
coming in to make a buying decision. 


The advertiser who places all of his advertising in the 
local newspaper is concerned 
with 
whether he is 
advertising with sufficient regularity, while the regional 
or national advertiser must always concern himself with 
the final impact that can be provided most efficiently by 
newspaper advertising on the local level. (See article #9 
in this series which gives examples of amounts spent by 
big name advertisers on national and local advertising.) 


For the local business establishment concerned only 
with reaching local buyers, it is easy to see that local 
newspaper advertising is a necessity. The old saw which 
said, "All people do is wrap their garbage with the 
newspaper" is obviously nonsense. If it were not, would 
the most successful businesses in the country continue to 
pour money into local newspaper advertising1 


Local businessmen should bear in mind that every local 
newspaper has its established readership, and if you are 
going to cover your market area completely, and achieve 
the ultimate results, you cannot eliminate from your 
advertising schedules your local newspaper.

1979. one year before the first scheduled Space Shuttle mission 
Legislators issue first 
criticism of coast plan 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Authors of the new California 
coastal plan are facing an in­ 
itiative campaign which 
threatens to wipe out their 
three years of work 
Meantime, legislators from 
both parties have issued their 
first criticism of the plan 
drafted by the state Coastal 
Commission They said the plan 
fails to propose specific proper­ 
ty tax reforms to insure the 
availability of low and moder­ 
ate income housing along 
California’s 1.072-mile coast. 
In its initial hearing Monday 
before 
the 
Assem bly 
Resources, Land Use and 
Energy Committee, other law­ 
makers suggested the plan — or 
a comparable version written 
by legislators — be submitted 
to the voters instead of being 
adopted outright by the 
legislature. 
Also Monday, a group repre­ 
senting organized labor and 
business interests announced an 
initiative drive to prohibit the 
legislature from implementing 
the coastal plan 
Gil Ferguson, chairman of 
the California Coordinating 
Council, said: “ We intend to put 
this initiative on the ballot for 
next November. The only thing 
that would change our minds 
would be early action by the 
legislature to remove this 
repressive burden from the tax­ 
payers' backs ” 
Assemblyman Paul Priolo, R- 


Pacific Palisades, said unless 
the legislature enacts property 
tax reform along with the 
coastal plan the impact will be 
that the coast “ will be lined 
with resorts and high rise hotels 
and that’s a little scary to me.” 
He noted that property tax as­ 
sessments have skyrocketed 
along many sections of the 
coast and said it would be un­ 
realistic for persons with 
moderate incomes to expect to 
live along the coast unless the 
tax structure was reformed. 
Assemblyman Charles War­ 
ren. D-Los Angeles, chairman 
of the committee, agreed with 
Priolo, saying: “ To the extent 
the plan does not deal with the 
tax problem, it does not live up 
to its promises’’ of low and 
moderate income housing 


Commission chairman M B 
Lane said his agency, created 
by voters in 1972. did not have 
expertise in tax reform and left 
that to lawmakers. He also said 
rising property taxes were a 
statewide problem and not un­ 
ique to the coast. 


Other committee members, 
including Assemblymen Robert 
Nim m o. 
R -A tascad ero, 
suggested that the plan — or a 
counterpart written by the 
legislature — be submitted to 
voters as a ballot measure. 
“ The plan has gone very far 
in social engineering.” said 
Nimmo. “ It is far more perma­ 
nent. far more longlasting than 


20" 
the original Proposition 
passed by voters in 1972. 
Lane said the plan was too 
complex to be understood by 
voters and instead should be 
decided by legislators. He also 
said voters will be given a 
chance to vote on a $180 bond is­ 
sue that would finance land 
acquisitions under the plan 
Sen John Nejedly, R-Walnut 
Creek, said the 1972 initiative 
was passed only after the 
legislature refused over several 
years to enact a significant 
coastal act “ If we turn it back 
to them (voters), then some of 
us ought to be turned out of 
there." 
The fight over the coastal 
plan promises to be’ one of the 
major legislative battles next 
year. If the plan is not adopted 
by lawmakers, the state com­ 
mission would go out of ex­ 
istence at the end of 1976. 
The new proposed initiative 
would prohibit the legislature 
from extending the life of the 
commission beyond that expira­ 
tion date. 


Aline Cargill. Eureka, an in­ 
itiative sponsor, said she had 
“ serious doubts" about the 
legislature killing the commis­ 
sion 


“ No government, especially 
ours in California, has ever 
willingly reduced or given up its 
power and we can hardly 
believe they will voluntarily do 
so this time." 
Car price hike seen no bar to recovery 


DETROIT (U P I)- U .S . auto 
executives claim a second 
round of price hikes on 1976 
model cars won’t cripple the in­ 
dustry’s strong recovery. 
The industry has posted its 
strongest early December sales 
in six years — up 43 per cent 
over depressed year-ago levels. 
The strong Dec. 1-10 sales of 
209,418 cars, the seventh period 
in a row in which sales have 
topped a year-earlier period, 
were not enough to overshadow 
the pricing announcements 
Monday.

"Whether the incident is only 
a footnote in history or a factor 
in the resignation, only Nixon 
knows," the newspaper obser­ 
ved. 
Rep Robert McClory, R-flL, 
the ranking Republican on the 
House Judiciary Committee — 
then recommending that Nixon 
be impeached — relayed to the 


White House assurances that 
resignation "would be the end 
of it,” the report said 
He told a Nixon aide that two 
of the most powerful Demo­ 
crats arrayed against Nixon — 
Speaker of the House Carl 
Albert and Judiciary Commit­ 
tee Chairman Peter Rodino — 
were sending word that if the 
President resigned, there would 
be no retroactive impeachment 
proceeding and they would not 
press for criminal charges 
against him. 
McClory, Rodino, Rep. Don 
Edwards, D -Calif., and the 


White House aide, William E 
Timmons, all confirmed the 
basics of the story, the Times 
said 
McClory said he was in 
Rodino’s office on Aug. 7, 1974. 
with Edwards, another 
committee member, discussing 
the scheduled debate in the 
House on impeachment, when 
Rodino said: 
“ I sure hope he does resign It 
would save the country and 
everybody a lot of trouble, 
because that would be the end 
of it Nobody would want to go 
after him after that.” 


McClory said Edwards 
agreed and that the two 
Democrats told him that the 
speaker of house felt the same 
way. 
"I said. Pete, you’re telling 
me this like you want me to 
communicate it* and he said 
definitely - our guys don t 
want to pursue him if he resigns 
and that will be the end of it 
Rodino told the Times he does

Arnholt Smith, who fell from a 
politically powerful multimil­ 
lionaire to a convicted felon and 
says he is now penniless, was 
taken to jail in handcuffs Mon­ 
day on 42 new bank fraud 
charges. 
It was the first time that the 
76-year-old financier had been 
behind bars since the start of a 
federal campaign against his 
empire five years ago. but the 
stay was short 
He was released on his own 
recognizance in less than two 
hours 


Smith, a high schcol dropout 
who built a $2 billion business 
empire and a personal fortune 
estimated at $20 million, was a 
close friend and Important 
financial backer of former 
President Richard Nixon 
He and his long time close as­ 
sociate. Phillip A Toft, were 
arrested by district attorney's 
investigators on a S8-count 
county grand jury indictment 
accusing them of conspiring to 
steal from Smith’s own bank, 
the U S National Bank of San 
Diego 
The bank, a cornerstone of 


Smith s business structure, 
collapsed in October, 1973, in 
what was then the largest bank 
failure in U S history, leaving 
1400 million in unpaid debts — 
money Smith was accused of 
channeling to himself 
Smith and Toft. 56. were 
charged with conspiracy, for­ 
gery. grand theft, misapplica­ 
tion of bank funds and evasion 
of state income taxes and ac­ 
cused of committing “ 121 overt 
acts" to further a conspiracy to 
steal more than $60 million of 
the bank's money 
The indictment charged they 


opened dummy bank accwints 
in foreign countries, and then 
made loans and issued letters of 
credit on the bank to the sup­ 
posed holders of the accounts, 
while actually they got the 
money 
Smith and Toft pleaded no 
contest in June to federal 
charges of scheming to defraud 
the bank of $170 million Tbey 
were given two-year suspended 
sentences 
Smith was fined 
$30,000 and Toft $25,000 
Smith, a former “ Mr San 
Diego." at one time headed the 
bank and the now bankrupt 


Westgate-California Corp 
His empire collapsed under a 
series of legal actions by the 
Internal Revenue Service, 
which brought the biggest in­ 
dividual tax claim against him 
in the nation's history, the com­ 
ptroller of the currency, which 
seized and sold his bank, and 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, which forced him 
out of the leadership of 
Westgate C alifornia and 
brought civil fraud actions 
Smith said he has no income 
to pay the fine imposed in 
June.

NEW YORK (UPI) - When you're 35 
going on 36. when people forget you were 
MVP only four years ago and when some 
of them cut you up inside by paying you 
what they think is a compliment, then 
you know you'd better take one more 
good look at yourself and if you don’t like 
what you see, you’d better quit. 
That's pretty much the course of ac­ 
tion Joe Torre has lined up for himself 
He's giving himself one more shot next 
spring with the New York Mets.

"You could see 
the Jets change when he came out If 
they had had Namath in from the start, it 
might have made a big difference " 
Maybe yes. Maybe no The score was 
14-3 at halftime. 
"Joe was out after curfew," explained 
Shipp, who said he consulted Jets' owner 
Philip Iselin before taking his action 
against Namath 
In addition to being held out until 
midway through the second quarter. 
Namath was fined "I won't say how 
much." Shipp added 
"Different co­

"The idea of quitting crossed my mind 
toward the end of the season when it 
looked like my bat was slowing up,” says 
Torre.

When you stop doing things well, you 
start doubting yourself Then I talked to 
Bob Gibson He told me he started losing 
confidence in himself in 1974 That made 
me feel a little better."

the baby fat In his once pudgy 
face long since turned to 
mature lean, and he mused 
easily 
“ I enjoy playing I'm 35 years 
old 
I ’m in good cond i­ 
tion I'm still very strong Why 
quit something when you've 
enjoyed what you're doing and 
you can still compete succes­ 
sfully*’ 
“ I enjoy competition 
No 
matter whether it’s pool, ping 
pong, or tennis I can t stand to 
get beat 
“ And I suppose golf’s a good 
lesson for me because you cer­ 
tainly don't win all the time." 
In the year of 1975. Nicklaus 
did not win the U.S. Open and 
he did not win the British Open, 
though he had a chance at both 
until the final few holes But he

SACRAMENTO (D P I) ~ 
Here are the do’s and don’ts of 
the new California marijuana 
law that goes into effect at mid­ 
night Wednesday (Jan I): 
Possible felony penalties of 
up to 10 years in prison for sim­ 
ple possession will be ended 
Under the one-ounce limit, 
violators will not even be 
arrested, providing they can 
identify themselves the same 
as they would if given a traffic 
ticket 
The citation carries a max­ 
imum fine of $100, no matter 
how many times a person is ap­ 
prehended 
However, on the 
fourth offense within 24 
months, an offender will be 
required to attend a drug treat­ 
ment program 


Unchanged are felony provi­ 
sions against growing and sell­ 
ing marijuana and driving 
while under its influence 
Marijauna laws affecting mi­ 
nors are not affected and 


juveniles will remain subject to 
arrest Supplying any amount of 
marijuana to a minor remains a 
felony 
(living away amounts less 
than an ounce or transporting 
such quantities in a car will be 
subject to the citation-only 
fines Repealed are prohibitions 
against possessing marijuana 
paraphernalia or being in a 
room where marijuana Is 
smoked 
The new law also carries 
provisions to erase criminal 
records for marijuana posses­ 
sion crimes. 
The 500,000 or more Californi­ 
ans with arrest records that 
precede the new law will be 
allowed immediately to petition 
a court for purging of the 
record. This can cost up to $50 
plus attorney’s fees. 
Persons arrested beginning 
Jan t will have their posses­ 
sion convictions automatically 
wiped off their records after 
two vears.

'Please do 
touch the 
sculptures' 


EUREKA, Calif. (U PI) - 
The sign on Stan Bennett’s 
studio reads; "Please do touch 
the sculptures” 


"I want my sculptures to be 
as much fun for others as they 
are for me to make," says Ben­ 
nett. who makes kinetic sculp­ 
tures that are meant to be 
played with. 
Bennett has been creating 
sculptures in welded steel, cop­ 
per and brass for only seven 
years after a 20-year career as 
graphic editor for government 
publications, but already his 
"touch-me" works have won 
wide circulation and acclaim. 
"I encourage all ages to par­ 
ticipate with my sculptures,” 
Bennett says. "Kids always 
know what to do when they see 
a crank. They turn it. Adults 
are often reluctant to touch 
anything. My studio is one 
where people are encouraged to 
touch, to play with the sculp­ 
tures” 
Bennett has created such 
sculptures as a 14-foot-long 
moving ball machine for a 
restaurant, a moving model for 
a children’s dentist waiting 
room, and a 30-fool-high wind- 
powered marble machine with 
lights, balls and colored shells 
for a shopping center in 
Portland. Ore. 
"I rarely sketch anything," 
Bennett says of his work. "I 
just think about it a long time — 
then I begin creating it. All my 
life I’ve been interested in the 
way things work, and kinetic 
sculpture is the natural result 
of combining design and 
mechanics. 
"A sense of humor helps, too. 
For instance, I make lots of air­ 
planes — and they’re always 
funky.” 
Bennett’s first sculpture was 
a turkey, which he has since 
retitled 
“ B icen ten n ial 
Turkey” 
His favorite sculpture is a 
four-foot high maze-styled boat 
with a roller-coaster effect. 
One of his fans titled it, "Nix­ 
on’s Ship of State."

Shrunken budgets and reduced 
manpower have forced the 
United States Air Force to 
make one of the biggest conces­ 
sions in its history; Air Force 
reservists are now allowed to 
crew its Military Airlift Com­ 
mand transports. 
"It’s the best of two possible 
worlds," said 23-year-old load- 
master Dick Alsup of Concord, 
Calif., who left the regular Air 
Force to become a civilian 
mechanic and now flies with 
MAC 
"It’s going to save the Air 
Force millions," said Sac­ 
ramento salesman Carter 
Crewe I I I who does the 
navigating on MAC’s "Coral 
Run” between Travis AFB and 
America’s Pacific Islands. 
"But,” questioned graduate 
student and co-pilot Gregory 
Lentz of Davis, Calif. "Can 
Congress resist ihe pressure 
from the commercial airlines 
who’d like to see MAC 
eliminated from the Coral 
Run." 
The reservists have good 
reason for concern This flight 
with an all Air Force reserve 
crew replaces one flown last 
year by Capitol Airlines. 
Another MAC schedule using 
reservists between McCord 
AFB in Washington and Asia 
supplants World Airways which 
held the contract 
"On these two MAC runs 
alone, the Air Force is saving 
the taxpayers about $10 million 
a year,” explained Dave 
Harper of Vacaville, Calif., a 
reserve liaison official flying as 
loadmaster on the C-141 Starlif- 
ter. “ The supplemental 
carriers have lost both routes to 
MAC, but I ’ll bet there have 
been airline complaints to 
Congress alleging unfair com­ 
petition, and the supplemen- 
tal’s need for these contracts if 
they are to survive. The airlines 
have plenty of clut in 
Washington.” 
Previously 
the reservists 
were limited to flying only their 
own reserve airplanes, ("usual­ 
ly older planes that they wanted 
to get rid of," said Flight 
Engineer Eric Holliman of 
Broderick, Calif.) and were 
never given the privilege of 
completely crewing a MAC 
flight. On the Coral Run about 
one third of the schedules are 
flown by reservist crews. 
Panam Flight Engineer Dick 
Vogel of Santa Rosa, Calif., 
said the labor costs on 
reservist-crewed planes were 
less than on the C-141s manned 
by regular Air Force crews. 
"And there certainly is more 
experience here," said the 38- 
year-old pilot and plane com­ 
mander nodding toward the 
cockpit crew. "Most of the 
Airmen and NCOs in the Air 
Force have about half the time 
the Reservists have. And the 
reservists are flying because 
they like it, and because they 
want to. Many of the regulars 
are just putting in time and do­ 
ing their jobs because they have 
to." 
The reservists get paid the 
same wages as the regulars 
when they fly. 'The monthly 
salary for each classification is 
divided by 30 and that rate con­ 
stitutes the day’s pay for the 
reservists. 
"However," reminded 54- 
year-old flight engineer Bill 
Hargis of Granger. Utah, the

former regulars. The pay was 
increased. Airmen and NCOs 
who were allowed to join the 
Reserves after leaving the ac­ 
tive Air Force and more fringe 
benefits and latitude was given

amazing," said Major Vogel. 
"Our unit, the 349th, has been 
maed the outstanding unit in 
the Air Force. Maybe it is the 
best of two possible worlds, at 
least it seems to be working out 
that way so far."

Reinecke: truly 
exonerated? 


In early 1974, California’s 
Lt. Governor, Ed Reinecke, 
was being touted as the sur­ 
efire replacement for then- 
governor Ronald Reagan on 
the Republican gubernatorial 
campaign ticket. 
He professed all the correct 
conservative views of his men­ 
tor and had the requisite 
c h a r i s m a and p o l i t i c a l 
wherewithall to boot. 
In October of that same 
year, Reinecke was a fallen 
angel, having resigned as Lt. 
governor of California and, 
shortly thereafter, was con­ 
victed of perjuring himself 
before the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee of the United States 
Senate. 
Last week, nearly fourteen 
months after his fall from 
grace, a U.S. Court of Appeals 
reversed Reinecke s convic­ 
tion on the basis of a technical 
oversight during the Senate 
proceedings. 
Loopholes and technical 
oversights to do with the laws 
of this land have confounded 
and f r u s t r a t e d l a w y er s , 
judges, enforcement agencies 
and victims for years when a 
criminal has gone free due to a 
procedural oversight. On the 
other hand, just as society 
must be able to protect itself 
from its parts, so must those 
parts have the protection of 
the law from the inequities 
and inhumanity of anything so 
large and cold as society. 
Strict adherence to the law is 
the safeguard we all have 
against a loss of individual 
rights, and that is exactly 
what Reinecke and hundreds 
before him argued successful-

ly to the courts. 
Reinecke isapoliticalanimal 
who will surely seize upon any 
possibility that his political 
future is not dead. We re sure, 
on the basis of his comments 
immediately upon receiving 
word of his “exoneration’’ that 
he is already considering his 
next campaign. And we think 
that is unfortunate. 
Reinecke was convicted by a 
jury of his peers of lying to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
about his connections to ITT 
and its ties to underwriting 
the 1972 Republican National 
Convention in San Diego. The 
Court of Appeals last week did 
not address his guilt or in­ 
nocence of perjury, and in­ 
stead chose to address only the 
question of whether or not 
Reinecke received a fair hear­ 
ing before the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, since a quorum of that 
body was not present when he 
t e s t i f i ed. 
In 
fact then, 
Reinecke is still just as guilty 
of lying as he was when con­ 
victed of that crime in 1974. 
Reinecke’s honesty and in­ 
tegrity have, reversal or no, 
been impugned beyond the 
point at which his effec­ 
tiveness as a representative of 
honest people might be un­ 
questioned. And even though 
politicians as a particular 
breed of cat in our society may 
be generally considered to 
conduct their business with no 
g r e a t e r honor t han did 
Reinecke, his ignominy has 
been proven. We hope that 
consideration bears heavily on 
whatever serious thoughts he 
might be giving to a future in 
representative politics.

There has been a lot 
of nudging toward the metrification of 
America since that time, and it now ap­ 
pears that we are finally going to “go 
metric“ in the next few years 
This is scary to some people, possibly 
because they have heard someone ex­ 
plain the origins of some of the metric 
standards 
The meter, for instance, is the stan­ 
dard unit of length in the metric system 
It is defined at 1.650,763 73 wave lengths 
in vacuum of the orange-red line of the 
spectrum of krypton 86 
The kelvin scale is used to measure 
temperature in the metric system Its 
origin is absolute zero (the point at 
which all atomic vibration ceases) and a 
fixed point (273.16 kelvms) at the triple 
point of water (where water exists in all 
three states vapor, liquid and solid). 
This is no more confusing, however, 
than the origin of some of our common 
measurements of today, many of which 
are based on various dimensions of the 
human body 
An inch is about the length of the end 
joint of the human adult thumb (it was 
later defined as three dried barleycorns 
taken from the middle of the ear and laid 
end to end i; a foot is approximately the 
length of the human foot; a yard is about

the distance from the tip of the fingers of 
an outstretched arm to the tip of the 
nose, and a mile is about the distance a 
Roman soldier could travel in a thousand 
two-pace strides. 
If you are worried about converting to 
the metric system, my advice is to 
worry about something else 
The metric system is difficult only 
when you try to cotnpare its figures with 
English measurements.

It doesn’t matter how many feet or 
yards a nonny is You can order your 
carpet in nonny measurements. There is 
no need to convert anything 
Now, suppose you had another stick 
marked off in c e n t im e te rs and 
decimeters. You could measure your 
room just as easily with this meter stick. 
Kitchen measurements will be no 
problem Suppose a recipe calls for 250 
milliliters of milk New measuring im­ 
plements will have milliliters on them, 
so just fill the container to the 250 mark 
If you can count to 10, you’ll feel right 
at home with the metnc system If you 
can’t, wear open-toed sandals for awhile 
until you get the hang of it. 
It’s that simple, as anyone with a gram 
of sense knows

WASHINGTON - Vice President 
Spiro Agnew was saved from jail in 1973, 
according to suppressed papers in the 
case, by Attorney General Elliot 
Richardson 
The unpublished papers describe the 
delicate, dramatic plea bargaining that 
led to Agnew’s historic resignation as 
Vice President. 
On Oct. 7. 1973, 
Richardson met with 
the Baltimore federal 
prosecutors, 
headed 
by U.S. Att or ne y 
G e o r g e 
B e a l l . 
Richardson was joined 
for the secret Sunday 
session by his deputy, 
William Ruckelshaus, 
and the chief of the 
criminal division, 
Henry Petersen 
The eager, young 
prosecutors from Baltimore came to the 
meeting determined to put Agnew in 
prison, even if it meant along, divisive 
trial. But Richardson cautioned that a 
drawn-out trial would not be in the public 
interest. 
With President Nixon already mired in 
the Watergate scandal, impeachment 
proceedings against his successor could 
cause a constitutional crisis, Richardson 
contended. There was every reason to 
believe, he suggested, that Agnew would 
hang on to his office and force the Senate 
to impeach him before he could be put on 
trial. 
It would be better for the nation, 
Richardson concluded, if a deal could be 
arranged that would induce Agnew to 
step down from his high office. By the 
end of the meeting, Beall and his as­ 
sociates had come around to Richard­ 
son's view 
Next day, the opposing parties sat 
down in an Alexandria, Va., motel with 
federal judge Walter Hoffman 
The 
negotiations were tense, sometimes 
acrimonious. 
Agnew’s attorneys offered to enter a 
plea of nolo contendere to tax evasion 
but wanted to avoid requiring Agnew to 
admit guilt. Judge Hoffman responded 
sternly that nolo contendere was the 
same as a guilty plea 
The attorneys then made a strong pitch 
to keep Agnew out of jail. Henry 
Petersen, speaking for the Justice 
Department, said the prosecutors would 
leave the sentence up to the court The 
maximum possible sentence: five years 
in prison and a $10,000 fine. 
The judge refused to indicate, in the 
absence of a government recommenda­ 
tion. what sentence he would impose. 
Although some progress was made, the 
meeting broke up without an agreement. 
The following day, October 9, the 
negotiations were resumed at the Justice 
Department, with Richardson himself in 
attendance. 
Again. Agnew’s lawyers declared they 
wouldn't let their client cop a plea 
without assurance he would not go to 
jail. As the talks wore on. it became 


clear that a settlement would depend on 
whether the Attorney General would 
recommend against imprisonment and 
whether the judge would agree 
According to a rough, partial 
transcript, the two men sparred like a 
pair of 
17th, century diplomats. 
Richardson tried delicately to avoid any 
recommendation. But finally he said. 
“We would be prepared to make a 
recommendation..." 
Judge Hoffman quickly seized upon the 
opening, saying: “It would be helpful 
because of the great national interest in­ 
volved." 
Richardson then put the best possible 
face on it. “In light of what you have said 
and the extraordinary national interest," 
he said, the government would recom­ 
mend “no imprisonment." 
With a sigh, the judge rejoindered with 
words that made clear Spiro Agnew 
would not have to go to prison “The 
recom m endation of the Attorney 
General has impressed me," said the 
judge. 
The rest is history. As the secret 
negotiations had determined in advance, 
Agnew resigned on October 10 as vice 
president and entered a plea of nolo con­ 
tendere 
Richardson recommended no 
prison sentence, and the judge con­ 
curred Agnew got off with only a $10,000 
fine. 
A year earlier, Agnew had agreed to 
run for a second term as vice president.

WASHINGTON WHIRL: In an earlier 
column, we accused Alex Armendaris, 
the government’s irrepressible minority 
business booster, of mismanaging the 
taxpayers’ money.

Humphrey 


phenomenon 


WASHINGTON — When he comes out 
of a crowded Senate hearing or even as 
he crosses the street, strangers come up 
to him to say, “You’ve got to run, we 
don’t see anyone else we trust 
The 
Humphrey phenomenon, one of the most 
curious developments in contemporary 
politics, is building every day 
Sen Hubert Horatio 
Humphrey is doing 
nothing to encourage 
it nor is he doing 
anything to dampen it. 
He is jus t being 
Humphrey and that 
means moving with a 
speed that leaves all 
those close to him on 
the ropes. He speaks 
around the country 
with the wit, the in­ 
t e l l e c t , 
the good 
nature that have 
marked his public life. 
At times 
impatient, he says, why 
should it be me? I’ve got a nice home out 
there in Minnesota. I’ve just had a 
physical examination that shows I’m in 
better health than I have ever been. And 
my wife, Muriel, would rather push her 
head through that wall than go through 
another campaign. 
The answer to his question is that an 
increasing number of Democrats and 
some Republicans see him as the only 
figure on the horizon of 1976 with the ex­ 
perience, the intellect, the judgment to 
lead the country through the mass of 
trouble we are in. They see him as a 
compromise that the party and the na­ 
tion could accept, not far from the 
center, between the populist left and the 
conservative right. 
He swears he will enter none of the 30 
primaries and will not make a move 
toward the nomination until after June 8 
and the last of the primary contests. If 
no single candidate emerges from the 
crowded field and he decided to go all 
out, he would have a month before the 
convention of his party in Madison 
Square Garden. 
There is another side to Humphrey, the 
optimist, the yea-sayer. Looking at the 
fracas and the fragmentation that can 
come out of those 30 primaries, he can 
see a strife-torn convention taking a last- 
minute choice who would bear the scars 
of all the in-fighting over the past six 
months. Then the gloomy Humphrey 
believes that Ronald Reagan, the smooth 
perform er whom he sees as the 
Republican nominee, could win. 
But these fits of gloom are of short 
duration. Hard-pushed as he is, carrying 
most of the burden of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and with his 
responsibility as chairman of the joint 
economic committee, he has little time 
for melancholy rumination. 
The doubters, needless to add they in­ 
clude the 10 candidates already an­ 
nounced as running with more to come 
and their followers, say he is old hat. He 
goes on repeating what he’s been saving 
since he was Mayor of Minneapolis 30 
years ago. The young will never take 
him, too many times around the track. 
This has not escaped Humphrey. He is 
aware of how much mofe is essential to 
an understanding of the plight of the 
country with a persistent unemployment 
rate above 8 per cent. 
He has put in a resolution calling for an 
investigation of the economy with full 
resources of staff and subpoena power. It 
would be something like the Temporary 
National Economic Committee, which, 
as directed by Sen. Joseph O’Mahoney of 
Wyoming, spread out in volume after 
volume the most complete picture of the 
American economic system ever as­ 
sembled. 
Humphrey believes something like 
that thorough appraisal is essential to­ 
day. And while the Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee is an avenue for at least a limited 
search, Humphrey believes an indepen­ 
dent inquiry of large scope is urgently 
needed. 
The Humphrey phenomenon is certain 
to grow. Should he issue a Sherman-like 
statement saying he would not accept the 
nomination if it was offered to him and 
would not serve as President if he were 
elected? This is what some of the entries 
in the crowded field would like to have 
him do. 
Certainly not. He is frank to admit that 
politics, and particularly the politics of 
the presidency, is an addiction for which 
there is no cure. 
Humphrey speaks of the good qualities 
of many of the men who are running but 
he believes that the very size of the field 
has made the race slightly absurd. 
In 1968 only a few hundred thousand 
votes kept him from the presidency and 
brought Richard Nixon into office. That 
was when Vietnam and the Vietnam riots 
were still an issue. In the quieter era that 
has followed a new Humphrey may win 
by steering clear of the fray.
